annual recurrence. The Editor, therefore, 
ſubmits himſelf to the candour of the 
humane reader, with a confidence, inſpired 
by the nature of his ſubje& ; conſcious that 
the friends of this inſtitution will not explore 
theſe few pages to gratify the deſire of 
literary amuſement, but to trace the progreſs 
of thoſe, who have been arduouſly labouring 
for the real happineſs of their fellow 
creatures, and to extend the beſt intereſts of 
the community; ho have been applying 
remedies to thoſe, who would formerly 
have been deemed incurable; who have 
been diſpenſing life to thoſe, whom ignorance 
would otherwiſe have conſigned to the 
tomb; who have been reſcuing the victim 
from the watery grave; counteracting the 
deſpair of impious ſuicide; defeating the 
poiſonous malignity of noxious vapours ; 
diſarming the lightning of its deadly rage,

H APPY in being inſtrumental in reſtoring a 
fellow-creature, and wiſhing to promote your 
laudable inſtitution, I am induced to acquaint you 
with the particulars of a youth, who was ſuſpended. 
The body had the ſtrongeſt appearances © of 
diflolution, the face, &c. was livid, and neither 
reſpiration, pulſation, nor ſenſation, could be per- 
ceived: I requeſted, only the neceflary aſſiſtants 
to remain.— The proceſs of re- animation, of 
the Humane Society, was commenced and vigorouſly 
purſued, ſo that by perſeverance in the various 
means for half an hour, the breathing became 
perceptible, though laborious and convulſive; a feeble 
pulſe, attended with convulſions ſucceeded, which 
continued for three hours, 


My patient now opened his eyes, with the 


ſtrongeſt ſymtoms of delirium. It appeared to 
me at-this time proper, as the power of deglutition 
had returned, to get down ſmall and repeated doſes 
of a volatile cordial medicine; and in about half an 
hour a copious diſcharge from the ſtomach enſued, 
which produced temporary debility, and a com- 
fortable ſleep for fix hours; when on waking he 
was perfectly recovered. The youth is at this time

At Erith the boy 
dropped from the bench inſenſible, and on being 
brought to Deptford, the by-ſtanders looked upon him 
as irrecoverably loſt, and, in their uſual language, told 
his Maſter, ** he is dead enough.” A quarter of an 
hour elapſed before Mr. Sheriff could attend. He 
obſerved the countenance diſplayed the ſtrongeſt 
marks of diſſolution. , No pulfation or breathing 
could be perceived In addition to the uſual plan 
recommended by the Humans Society, the 
application of ſnow appeared remarkably efficacious 
At length pulſation, &c. returned; and in about two 
hours his life was reſtored.

T AM exceeding happy in the opportunity of 
1 tranſmitting a caſe, which muſt afford you great 
pleaſure; and, at the ſame time, evince to the public, 
of what extenſive utility the Society's plan is capable, 
for ſure I am, in various caſes of apparent death, 
many lives might have been preſerved (which have 
been given up as loſt) if proper methods had been 
uſed, — The following relation and ſucceſs proves 
demonſtratively the importance of your Judicious 
plan of Reſuſcitation, 


TRE CAsE. 


A young woman, in a fit of deſpair, attempted to 
deſtroy herſelf by hanging, in which ſtate ſhe was 
diſcovered and cut down, in a quarter of an hour from 
the time it was ſuppoſed ſhe had been ſuſpended, 
A meſſenger was diſpatched to my houſe, a mile 
diſtant from the ſcene of action. On enterit ig the 
houſe ſeveral women appeared much terrified and 
alarmed ; ſaid, that the poor girl was certainly dead, 
and they were unwilling to remain with her. She 
had no beating of the heart, nor pulſation, her 
reſpiration likewiſe totally ceaſed, her face ſwoln and 
livid. I ordered the body to be put between warm 
blankets, frictions to be employed, and blowing 
{trongly into the lungs, by applying a mouth to that 


of the unfortunate woman ; which operation I could 
with

with difficulty perſuade any of them to undertake, 
till the idea of the medium of an handkerchief was 
ſuggeſted, on which one of the women applied with 
great carneſtneſs to the buſineſs; a warming:- pan, 
heated, was rubbed over the back for ſome time; 
the feet and legs were immerſed in warm water, 
volatiles to the noſe and temples were likewiſe applied. 

By perſiſting in the uſe of theſe various means 


for twenty minutes, ſigns of returning life appeared, 
ſuch as fighing and ſmall twitchings; convulſive 


motions followed, with the action of the heart, and 
a return of the natural colour and warmth. It 


was then judged proper to take away blood, to 


prevent the effects of preſſure on the brain, which 
might happen from a ſurcharge of blood forced 
into the veſſels by her unhappy attempt to deſtroy 
herſelf. From that time the gradually recovered, and 
J this day took leave of her, perfectly reſtored in 
body and mind, and fincerely penitent.—This caſe 
demonſtrates the good effects of PERSEVERANCE 
in the methods. Lateat Scintiisull Forſan ſhould be 
ever preſent to the mind when we are called for 
under theſe unhappy circumſtances. That confideration 
will animate us in the moſt deſperate cafes of ſuſ- 
ended animation. in the preſent caſe, the aſſiſtants 
and bye-ſtanders were foaſtoniſhed, that they conſidered 
the matter more like a reſurrection than a recovery.“ 
I truſt, Sir, you will excuſe the prolixity of 
this narrative, knowing that communications of ſuch 
inſtances of ſucceſs may prove highly beneficial to the 
public, by exciting others, on fimilar occaſions, to 
uſe their utmoſt efforts, to ſave the lives of their fel-

The Royar HuMAaNE SocIETy for the recov 

of perſons from apparent death, among many laudable 
exertions for the reſtoration of life, have publiſhed 
their ſucceſsful modes of practice, which have been 
preſented gratis to the publick for ſeveral years. But 
their benevolent views have, in ſome inſtances, been 
fruſtrated, from an idea that it is contrary to law to 
meddle with dead bodies until the Coroner's Jury 
have taken an inquiſition; by which delay frequent 
mflances have occurred wherein lives, otherwiſe re- 
deemable, have been totally loſt. 


QUEST 10 x. 


Are there any and what ſtatutes, or other laws, 
now in exiſtence, in any manner prohibiting perſons, 
other than the Coroner and his Jury, from inter- 
meddling with human bodies dead, or apparently 
dead, from drowning, ſuffocating, ſtrangling, &c. 
= ANSWER, 
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AN S W E RX. 


* Tt is a mifdemeanor by the common law, and an 
indictable offence, to prevent the Coroner from doing 
his duty, or to obſtruct him in the execution of it. 
But the meddling with a body apparently dead, for 
the purpoſe of preſerving life, is not a tranſgreſſion 
of the law in either of theſe reſpects; nor do I know 
any ftarute by which ſuch an act 1s prohibited. In 
fuch caſes the Coroner ought certainly to be called 
in as ſoon as it is evident that the body is dead. It 
this precaution be taken, it is not probable that the 
removing of a dead body from the place where it is 
found, for the benevolent purpoſe above-mentioned, 
ſhould ever be made the ſubject of a criminal 
proſecution ; but if it ſhould be, the party would 
undoubtedly be acquitted, upon proving that his 
interpoſition was with the deſign of preſerving life, 
and. that the Coroner had an opportunity of taking 
an inqueſt on the body as ſoon as that interpoſition 
appeared to be in vain.”

DIRECTIONS FOR THE RECOVERY OF THE 
APPARENTLY DEAD. 


I. The RESTORATION of HEAT is of the greateſt 
conſequence for the return of LIE: when, therefore, 
the body 1s taken out of the water, the cloaths ſhould 
be ftripped off; or, if naked at the time of the 
accident, it muſt be covered with two or three coats, 
or a blanket. The body ſhould then be carefully 
conveyed to the neareſt houſe, with the head a little 
raiſed. In cold and damp weather the perſon ſhould 
be laid on a bed, &c. in a room that is moderately 


heated :—In ſummer, on a bed expoſed to the rays of 


the ſun, and not more than fix perſons admitted, as 
a greater number may retard the return of life. The 
3 body 
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body is to be well died with warm cloaths, and gently 


rubbed with flannels, ſprinkled with rum, brandy, 
gin, or muſtard. —FoMENxTAT10oNs of ſpirits may 
be applied to the pit of the ſtomach with advantage. 
—A warming-pan covered with flannel ſhould be 
lightly moved up and down the back ; bladders, or 
bottles filled with hot water, heated bricks, or tiles 
wrapped up m flannel, ſhould be applied to the ſoles 
of the feet, palms of the hands, and other parts of 
the body. 

II. REs8PIRATION will be promoted, by cloſing 


the mouth and one noſtril, while, with the pipe of a 


bellows, you blow into the other with ſufficient force 
to inflate the lungs ; another perſon ſhould then preſs 
the cheſt gently with his hands, ſo as to expel the air. 
If the pipe be too large for the noſtrils, the air may 
be blown in at the mouth. Blowing the breath can 
only be recommended when bellows cannot be 
procured. | 
III. The BowELs ſhould be inflated with the 
umes of Tobacco, and repeated three or four times 
within the firſt hour; but, if circumſtances prevent 
the uſe of this vapour, then cLYsTERs of this herb, 
or other acrid infuſions with ſalt, may be thrown up 
with advantage, — The FUMIGATING MACHINE 
is ſo much improved as to be of the higheſt impor- 
tance to the Public; and if employed in every inſtance 


of apparent death, it would reſtore the lives of many 


of our fellow creatures, as it now anſwers the 
important purpoſes of Fumigation, inſpiration, and

IV. AG1TAT10N has proved a powerful auxiliary 
to the other means of recovery; one or more of the

Aſſiſtants ſhould therefore, take hold of the legs and 


rms, particularly of boys, and ſhake their bodies 
br five or fix minutes ; this may be repeated ſeveral 
times within the firſt hour, When the body is wiped 
perfectly dry, it ſhould be placed in bed between two 
healthy perſons, and the friction chiefly directed, in 
this caſe, to the left fide, where it will be moſt likely 
to excite the motion of the heart. 

V. When theſe Methods have been employed for 
an hour, if any brewhouſe, bakehouſe, or glaſshouſe 
be near, where warm grains, aſhes, lees, &c. can be 
procured, the body fhould be placed in any of theſe, 
moderated to a degree of heat very little exceeding 
that of the perſon in health. If the warm bath can 
be conveniently obtained, it may be advantageouſly | 
uſed in conjunction with the earlieſt modes of 
treatment. | 

VI. ELeEcTriciTy ſhould be early employed, as 
it will increaſe the beneficial effects of the other 
means of recovery on the ſyſtem. * The ELECTRICAL 
© SHOCK,” fays Mr. KITE in his Ey on the Reeovery 
of the a»par-ntly dead, is to be admitted as the teſt 
* or diſcriminating characteriitic of any remains of 
animal life; and fo long as that produces contractions, 
„may the perſon be ſaid to be in a recoverable ſtate; 


„but when that eſfect has ceaſed, there can no doubt 


remain of the party being abſolutely and poſitively 
& dead.” | | 

VII. If convulſions, or other figns of returning 
life appear, a tea ſpoonful or two of warm water ma 
be put into the mouth ; and if the power of ſwallowing 
be returned, a little warm wine or brandy and water 
may be given, When this gradual approach towards

Theſe articles being immedi- 
ately employed, may be productive of reſtoring many 
uſeful and valuable lives. 

The common people will often reſtore life by 
purſuing the plans now recommended; but if 
GENTLEMAN OF THE FACULTY can be obrained, 
their, aſſiſtance ſhould be immediately requeſted;
